A mechanic in M ilwaukee,astone-cut- 
ter by trade,Las written a letter to the 
Milwaukee Sentinel on the very inter­ 
esting and important 8ulject of howto 
live on a dollar a day. 
On bunday last 
the Sentinel printed an article from the 
Philadelphia Press which showed bow a 
professional man whose income was quite 
limited, lived on a dollar a day and lived 
comfortably well. 
It was this article 
that led the Milwaukee stone-cutter to 
express bis opinion and give some of his 
experiences, 
He illustrates his case as

My irede is a fair sample of all 
the bigh-wage trades with one or two 
exceptions. No statistics of wages or 
cost of living are of any value unless they 
give a1 the items covering an entire 
year.

steady employment and a man’s in­ 
come 
is 
always 
measured by 
the 
days he works.' When we get wise and 
honest enough to gather and lay before 
the people truthful statistics, it will be 
found that even the bigh-wage work 
ingman has -‘no snap,’’ aud it will also be 
shown that be is made to pay part of the 
living expenses of the one-dollar-a day 
man, for he in many instances cannot 
live without incurring debts thai are 
added to the cost of the goods of the cash 
customer. 
There is no doubt that ibis is a fair 
statement, aud it shews hew com plete^ 
in a large city and in a year when times 
are close, an industrious mechanic can 
“keep the wolf from the door,” as Tilden 
called it in bis acceptance letter in 1876. 
We baye our mind en another mechanic 
in Milwaukee, who has a wife and five 
children. 
He is industrious and sober, 
and his wife is a hard-working, cheerful, 
and a saving woman. The husband at 
first received $5C0 a year, and the family 
manage to live tolerably well on $400 a 
year, and the other hundred he gave to 
religion and chanty. 
When bis wages 
brought him in $800 a year, he lived and 
eaved on $650 a year and gave the bal­ 
ance 
to 
religion 
and 
charity. 
He 
fiDaly 
got 
a 
position 
in, 
one of the large 
shops 
in 
Mil­ 
waukee wbioh gave him $1,200 a year, 
and $200 of this was consecrated to re­ 
ligious and benevolent purposes. In the 
mean time be dressed bis family well, 
they seemed happy to a special degree, 
and while he was working bard and giv­ 
ing, he made out to buy a comfortable 
little home of which any mechanic might 
feel proud. 
These experiences of mechanics are of 
special interest and value. 
They deal 
with facts. They are profitable al show­ 
ing how a wage earner can live and have 
a surplus at the end of the year, while his 
inoome is yet comparatively small. They 
are better than the theories and specula­ 
tions of Edward Atkinson and other 
economic writers of bis class, who have 
been trying for some time to show how a 
working man can h^e on a shilling a day, 
but who never put their own soup- 
house theories into practice.

A Sugar-Refining Invention Proves 
to B e a Swindle. 


MANY WEALTHY STOCKHOLDERS DUPED. 


T he Schem ers Said to

Fully a M illion D ollars by th e 
Gam e — A m erican and E n­ 
glish C apitalists Caught. 


Mrs. Ellen J. Foster, the noted tem­ 
perance lecturer, is in Indianapolis,ana 
will call on General Harrison.

DETAILS OF THE PLOT. 
New Y oke, Jan. 5.—It has just been dis­ 
covered that confiding capitalists here and 
in Europe have been swindled out of over 
$1,000,000 by Henry C. Friend, now dead, 
and others, through an alleged method of 
refining sugar by electricity. 
About four years ago Friend exhibited 
samples of wonderfully pure sugar and 
claimed th at it had been refined by an 
electric process discovered by him. About 
a year ago he induced American and 
English 
capitalists 
to 
organize 
a 
company for the refining of sugar by 
his “process” and erect a factory. 
H ere- 
fused to reveal his secret, saying th at it 
was not patentable, and carried on his 
work behind looked doors. 
Only he and 
his wife and a few ignorant workmen 
were allowed inside. 
In the meantime the stock of the com­ 
pany was “boomed” to $300, three times 
its par value. 
Friend then began to un­ 
load. 
Suddenly he 
died. The 
officers 
of 
the 
company 
suspected 
nothing 
wrong until a few days ago, when it 
was found th at Mrs. 
Friend 
and all 
who had been connected with the factory 
had 
disappeared, Mrs. Friend leaving 
word th at aho had gone to tho W est 
President Cottrell, T reasurer Robertson 
and a number of stockholders proceeded 
to the factory and invaded the secret 
rooms. Nothing was found but several 
machines for crushing cubes of sugar. 
An investigation was at once set on foot 
and it was discovered th at not a pound of 
raw sugar had been refined in tbe factory. 
Q uantities of refined sugar, chiefly cubes, 
had been purchased by Friend and pre­ 
pared in some secret spot w ith a chemical 
liquid which elim inated the 
ordinary 
impurities found in all . sugars. 
The 
“doctored” sugar was then carted to tho 
factory in bags purporting to contain raw 
sugar. The chemical used had crystalizod 
the cubes to a large extent, and when they 
were broken they had a finer appearance 
and quality than sugar was ever known to 
possess. 
Mrs. Friend and those connected w ith 
hor received a largo sum of money in cash 
from tho company for the process and 
a heavy block of 
fhc 
stock, which 
was disposed of, partly 
in 
England 
and 
partly 
bere, at 
a 
price 
away 
beyond 
its 
par 
value. 
Ju st 
how 
many persons were 
interested in the 
scheme does not seem clear, nor will the 
officers of the company tell ju st how much 
money was paid to them, although they 
admit that, adding the cash and the pro­ 
ceeds from the stock together, they must 
have realized a sum approxim ating $250,- 
000. 
T reasurer Robertson said Friday morn­ 
ing: 
“I am heartbroken over tho dis­ 
coveries th at we have made. I don’t C a r o 
so much about losing my own money, b ut 
I induced num bers of my friends to in­ 
vest in the scheme, and it is their finan­ 
cial ruin th at distresses me. Oh, we’ve 
been sham efully tricked and deceived. 
It 
means ruin to us.” 
President Cottrell has left the city for 
tho purpose of procuring tho arre sto r 
Mrs. Olive Friend and William E. How­ 
ard. 
L o n d o n , Jan. 5.—The sensation in Bir­ 
mingham over tho revelations regarding 
the Electric Sugar-Refining Company has 
been increased by alarm ing cablegrams. 
The legal holding of stock is said to bo 
£20,000. 
One of the principal stockholders 
bas departed for America to inquire per­ 
sonally into the matter. The stock fell 
greatly in Birmingham and Liverpool Fri­ 
day.

W a s h i n g t o n , Jan. 5.—Tho members of 
the Colored Catholic convention called at 
the W hite House Friday afternoon. Mr. 
1W L. Ruffin, of Boston, made an address 
to the President in which ho thanked him 
for his kind treatm ent of the colored peo­ 
ple. The President replied th at he was 
glad to meet the representatives of tho 
Colored Catholic Church, recognizing in 
them a powerful elem ent in the progress 
and prosperity of the country. 
He said he 
was fully convinced th a t good religionists 
who take an interest in the w elfare of the 
Nation are a powerful auxiliary to a good 
adm inistration and a good government. 
He then shook hands w ith each delegate.

Crops in E xcellent C ondition. 


I n d i a n a p o l i s , Ind., Jan. 5*—Agents for 
syndicates of grain dealers, who in Decem­ 
ber traveled over the principal w heat dis­ 
tricts of Illinois, Missouri and Kansas 
for the purpose of examining the condition 
of the growing crop, report the grain bet­ 
ter than for the corresponding time in any 
of the last years, though the growth is 
backward for tho season. W ith a mild 
winter, a good yield next season is pre­ 
dicted, but severe cold w ithout snow will 
prove disastrous. 


F leein g from Sm all-Pox. 
T iff in , O., Jan. 5.—The

New W ashington, O., is spreading rapidly. 
Two new cases in the town are reported, 
making six bad cases and four others with 
symptoms of the disease. 
Business has 
been suspended. The panic-stricken people 
are fleeing from the place.

A H opeful F eelin g P revails In B usiness 
C ircles a t 
th e O pening o f th o N ew 
Year. 
N ew Y o rk , Jan. 5.—IL O. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade says: The new 
year opens w ith no im portant change in 
business prospects. 
A hopeful feeling 
everyw here prevails, and at the same 
time the nature and extent of retarding 
influences are more clearly recognized. 
Prom inent among these are the unseason­ 
able w eather which prevents Hie usual 
distribution of many products; the disposi­ 
tion of farm ers to hold back products, 
speculative reports having created a hope 
of much higher prices; and the wide­ 
spread disturbance of trade by railroad 
wars and discriminations. 
The unusually 
open winter, too, makes it difficult to get 
products to m arket, and is especially dis­ 
turbing to the great lum ber trade of tho 
Northwest. 
Railroad agreem ents do not 
atop the discrim inations of which m er­ 
chants in most of the W estern towns are 
complaining. 
In spite of these influences reports of 
the condition of business are generally 
favorable. The growth cf m anufacturing 
at many W estern points is a notable feat­ 
ure, especially in tne gas regions, and at 
points in Northern 
Illinois and Iowa. 
M erchants generally reckoned up a largo 
(increase in amount of business last year, 
though toward the close the movement 
was disappointingly slow. The tardiness 
of collections, due in different sections to 
short or late crops, to yellow fever, to 
mild weather, or to retarded distribution 
or marketing, is also a m atter of general 
complaint. 
At many cities the record of building 
shows a surprising increase, especially at 
the W est, and in Philadelphia the build­ 
ings erected were 1,000 more than in 1887. 
The present state of trade is generally 
quiet, even more than is usual for the sea­ 
son, but the 
money 
m arkets, though 
usually well supplied, have a better de­ 
mand at Philadelphia, Cleveland, Detroit, 
Milwaukee, Omaha and Sioux City. The 
volume of currency, practically unchanged 
during 
December, 
is 
now 
$1,406,000,- 
000, only 
$1,500,000 
below the largest 
ever 
recorded, th at of 
November I. 
A year ago it was $1,384,000,000: in July, 
1887,only $1,320,000,000 and in July,1886, only 
$1,250,000,000. 
D uring tho last Weeki tile 
Treasury has taken in $500,000 more than 
it has paid out, and the Bank of England 
statem ent leads to beliof that more money 
may bo drawn from this side. 
But the 
m erchandise exports for tho past month 
from New Y ork have exceeded those of 
tho previous j^ear 1.6 per cent., against an 
increase of 2.5 per cent, in imports, which 
would indicate an excess of $20,000,000 in 
exports over imports for the month. 
Tho general tendency of prices is still 
downward, and the average }■£ per cent. 
lower than December I, and C per cent, 
lower than at the beginning of last year. 
A t the highest point last year prices aver­ 
aged less than I per c e n t above the open­ 
ing; at the lowest point. Juno 30, they 
were 1>£ per cent, below tho present level. 
The annual statem ent of failures, show­ 
ing that 10,679 firms, or a trifle more than 
one in IOO, w ent into bankruptcy in 1888, 
is on tho whole especially encouraging, 
because, the average of liabilities was 
only $11,595 for tho year and $10,738 for tho 
last quarter. 
This indicates that (a re­ 
m arkably largo proportion of the failures 
reported aro of concerns doing a small 
business. On the other hand, tho number 
for the last quarter was about tho largest 
on record, and thero are other indications 
that the existing state of things operates 
powerfully to crowd out tho smaller and 
w eaker traders. It may bo noticed, too, 
that throughout tho W estern and (Souther!* 
States, Texas included, tho failures were 
both more numerous and larger in aggre­ 
gate 
of 
liabilities 
than 
in 
the 
year preceding, while in tho Eastern, 
Middle and Pacific States an im portant de­ 
crease in am ountof liabilities appears, and 
also in Texas. 
Business failures during 
the last seven days num ber for the United 
States, 359; Canada, 28; total, 387; as 
against 299 last week, and 297 the corre­ 
sponding week of last year. Failures aro 
usually numerous at this season of the 
year for a variety of reasons, but 387 in 
one week is probably the highest number 
ever recorded in this country in th at peri­ 
od of time.

YANKEE OCTOGENARIANS. 


In te re stin g 
E x p e rim e n t M ade by 
B oston N ew spaper Man. 
f 
Clement H. Hammond is an associate edit­ 
or ®f the Boston Globe, and he has taken an 
ingenious, if homely, method of ascertaining 
the facts and conditions that usually accom­ 
pany longevity. Briefly, he sent out blanks 
to the representatives of the paper in every 
county of the New England States, asking 
for the following information in relation-to 
men and women indubitably over the age of 
eighty: 
s 
“ Name, residence,age,nationality; wheth­ 
er married or single; general description, 
including size, weight, complexion, etc.; 
children, how many, ages, state of health, 
etc., habits, hours of rising, retiring, meals, 
exercise, etc.; occupations, past and pres­ 
ent, food and drink, quantity, kind, etc.; 
a tta rs of sickness, if any, and at what 
ages, nature of disease, etc.; condition of 
teeth, hair, beard, skin, etc., at time when 
seen by the correspondent; ago at which 
father and mother died, and of grandfather 
and grandmother, whenever possible.” 
In reply to these queries, which, by the 
way, were to be based on accuracy rather 
than “enterprise,” Mr. Hammond received 
full and detailed descriptions of no fewer 
than .".,500 cases of bona fide octogenarian- 
ism, and the cases were confined to no par­ 
ticular kind of locality, but came indiscrim­ 
inately from hill and valley, sea coast and 
inland. Climate and temperature were thus 
eliminated as factors for making length of 
life. 
As might be expected, the married people 
of New England live longer than those sel­ 
fish or unfortunate ones who afreet a life of 
single blessedness; that is the fate or good 
fortune of married people everywhere. But 
the proportion of the one class to the other 
of the New Englanders who attain the four­ 
score goal upsets all ordinary reckonings, 
for the married ones number no fewer than 
ninety-five in every hundred of those on the 
list If that fact be not sufficient to give a 
rousing impetus to the worship of Hymen, 
then must it be concluded that the men and 
women of modern days are no longer in love 
withJength of years. 
Another peculiarity revealed by Mr. Ham­ 
mond’s canvass, and it is a peculiarity, is 
the fact that dark-"complected” people are 
not in the race for longevity with the light- 
"complected;” for five out of every Six of 
the New England old folks under review are 
blonde, with blue or gray eyes and abundant 
brown hair. 
As to the habits of life of these old folks, 
the answers furnished to Mr. Hammond’s 
inquiries all point to the fact that longevity, 
save when it is accompanied with regulari­ 
ty of habits, is rare: 
"These old people, men and women 
alike, are put down as early risers and 
retirers almost without exception, and fully 
nineteen out of every twenty have observed 
this custom throughout life, except, per­ 
haps, at some short period in youth. Meals 
have been eaten regularly, three each day, 
with dinner at noon, the exception being so 
rare as to indicate nothing. Exercise in 
most cases has been hard work up to sixty- 
five or seventy, and after that period has 
consisted 
(when the regular occupation 
has been given up) of wanting, gardening 
or both. Except in cases of sickness these 
old people are as active and as fond of con­ 
stant occupation of some sort to-day as 
most men and women are at thirty-five.” 
The nature of the occupation they have 
followed is significant. Out of 1,000 men, 
through life 461 have been farmers ; 92 have 
been carpenters; 70 merchants; 61 mari­ 
ners ; 401 a borers; 42 shoe-makers; 41 manu­ 
facturers; 23 clergymen; 23 masons; 16 
blacksmiths; 16 bankers; 12 each, iron­ 
workers, mill hands, physicians .'and law­ 
yers; and the rest are divided between 
nearly all the other trades and professions. 
Their food is strong, plentiful and plain­ 
ly dressed; they are given to the imbibition 
of tea and coffee in considerable quantities, 
of whisky in moderation and to the use of 
tobacco somewhat copiously. 
Mr. Hammond says: 
"While the farmers of New England and 
their wives are a cleanly people, they are 
not much given to bathing. This neglect 
may not have prolonged their existence or 
made them more healthy, but it is to be pre­ 
sumed that it has not cut off many years 
nor caused much disease. Neither are the 
members of these households well informed 
in relation to sanitary matters. They know 
little of the unseen dampness to which the 
human system is constantly exposed, and, 
knowing little, care little. May not this be 
an influence in favor of a prolonged exist­ 
ence, paradoxical as the supposition may 
seem* In Hingham, Mass., with only four 
thousand inhabitants, there are eighty peo­ 
ple over eighty years of age, and out of 
these seventy-five are of light complexion. 
In no other town in New England, so far as 
could be learned, is there such a proportion 
of old people. This town is on the sea coast, 
lies very low, U without sewers, and has 
only recently put in a system of water- 
works. From a sanitary point of view the 
conditions here are about as unfavorable to 
long life as oould be conceived outside the 
crowded portions of the large cities. And 
in Boston, where the sanitary conditions 
appear to be the worst—in the norty end 
and South Boston districts—the greatest 
member of very old people are found.” 
The moral of Mr. Hammond's very inter­ 
esting article is, therefore—get married, be 
a farmer, or at least live and energize in the 
open air; don’t change your occupation, eat 
aud drink plentifully, take your whisky and 
your tobacco when you have a mind, but, 
more essential still, get into a position of 
worldly independence where you may 
never have to fret yourself about your daily 
viatica, and finally and above all things* 
cultivate a light complexion.
